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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


To the Citizens of Hillsborough County: 

In accordance with the public laws of the State of New 
Hampshire, the Commissioners submit their annual report 
for the year ending December 31, 1947, together with re- 
ports of the County Treasurer, Clerk of Court, County 
Solicitor, Sheriff, Jailer, County Farm Superintendent, 
County Hospital Superintendent, County Physician, Hospital 
report, Chaplains and County Extension Service for your 
attention and consideration. 

The unforeseen increase in cost of labor, equipment, medi- 
cine, provisions, material, etc., has made the year 1947 one 
of the most trying years ever encountered. It was impossible 
for us to keep within the budget, especially at our hospital. 

The total amount available for the hospital was 
$202,469.58. The expenditures were $265,956.18 a deficit of 
$63,486.60 of this amount close to $19,000.00 was spent for 
ten additional nurses which was necessary in order that our 
hospital would operate on a par with other hospitals and 
nurses work on an eight hour shift. The cost of medicine 
increased in some cases up to sixty per cent. 

The County Farm had a net amount available of . 
$176,344.27. Expenditures were $204,213.62 a deficit of 
$27,869.35. 

Board and Care of Children had amount available of 
$94,946.83. The expenditures were $86,258.21 leaving an 
unexpended amount of $8,688.62. 

Old Age Assistance had an amount available of 
$40,508.92. Expenditures were $30,250.40. Decrease of 
$10,258.52 due to the fact that many old age cases, after 
five years, automatically become city or town responsibilities. 
The County contributes 25% to all old age cases. 

For a break-down of the above mentioned figures and all 
others please consult this report. 

Mr. Romeo Gagnon resigned as Superintendent of the 
Hillsborough County Farm December 31, 1947, but con-

tinued in that capacity until February 1, 1948 when Mr. 
Leon Flanders, Superintendent-elect, was able to assume his 
duties. 

Mrs. Leon Flanders is the Matron. 

Miss Helen Cullity, Nurse, on the farm side and acting 
Matron also resigned. We wish to thank her for her sincere 
cooperation and services rendered. 

Mrs. Marion Lamy is Superintendent of the hospital. The 
staff remains the same. Dr. Damase Caron is Chief of Staff. 
Dr. Richard Backus and Dr. Lionel Lavoie are house doc- 
tors. Our training school continues under the direction of 
Mary Durning Davis, R. N. B. S. Miss Helen Sullivan is 
our X-ray and medical technician. Miss Gertrude Butcher, 
R. N., is the assistant to Mary Davis Durning, R. N. B. S., 
and Nursing instructor. Reverend Rene Constant, Catholic 
Chaplain and Reverend Bruce Garnsey, Protestant Chaplain, 
remain with us. 

The Commissioners wish to express their most sincere 
gratitude and thanks to the Medical Staff, Chaplains, Super- 
intendents and the entire personnel of the Farm and. Hos- 
pital for their kind cooperation and services. We wish to 
express our thanks also to all State officials, Mayors of Man- 
chester and Nashua, Commissioners Frank X. Carroll of 
Manchester and Irene Ravenelle of Nashua, Selectmen of . 
Towns, Overseers of the Poor and Private and Public 
Agencies who have assisted us in our duties in serving the 
public of our County. To our Executive Legislative Com- 
mittee we extend our appreciation, David J. Barry, Chair- 
man, of Wilton, Ernest Q. Bigelow, Clerk, Louis R. 
Paquette, Albert E. Shedd, Leonard Velishka, C. Edward 
Bourassa, Joel S. Daniels, for their helpful suggestions in 
preparing the budget and for their fine cooperation during 
their term of office.

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A SUMMARY OF COUNTY AGRICULTURAL WORK 
IN HILLSBOROUGH COUNTY IN 1947 


POULTRY 

Poultry meetings were held at Milford, New Boston, 
Goffstown and Bennington during the year, On our Farm 
Tour on August 4, we stopped at one poultry farm. Many 
poultry farm visits were made during the year to check 
various problems such as disease control, improving ranges, 
remodeling poultry houses, etc., with poultrymen. 

In December we ran a county-wide rat control campaign. 
Seven hundred and sixty cans of especially prepared Antu 
poison with an emetic in it, put out by the U. S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service, were distributed to farmers and home own- 
ers during the campaign. We felt that controlling rats would 
be one of our most direct contributions toward saving high- 
priced grain for farmers and also save grain for export to 
needy people abroad. 


FRUIT 


Two hundred fruit growers attended the county-wide fruit 
meeting held at Wilton on February 28. One hundred fifty 
growers attended the twilight orchard meeting held at Parker 
Farms in Lyndeboro on the evening of May 23. Many or- 
chard visits were made to assist fruit growers with problems 
of pruning, identification and control of various insects and 
diseases, and with other management problems. 


DAIRY 


Much time was spent during the year getting the necessary 
1,000 cows signed up to start the Peterborough unit of the 
N. H. (Artificial) Breeding Association. Meetings were 
held at Antrim, Peterborough and New Ipswich to interest 
the dairymen in this project. Arrangements were made for 
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dairymen to solicit their neighbors on a voluntary basis to 
sign them up for the circuit. | also spent as much time as | 
could spare during the early spring, interviewing dairymen _ 
in regard to this project. Seven hundred cows were finally 
signed up in the western part of Hillsborough County and 
30 in the eastern part of Cheshire County so that the new 
circuit was started on August 15. 

The Nashua circuit of the Breeding Association has con- 
tinued to expand. 

A breeding school was held in Milford on April 10 and 11. 

Our Dairy Herd Improvement Association was put on a 
sounder basis during the year with the employment of Mr. 
[Edward N. Colburn, a retired dairyman from New Boston, 
as our tester. This Association weighs milk from each in- 
dividual cow of members one day each month and the milk 
is tested on the farm for butterfat. 


FORAGE CROPS 


We cooperated with the Soil Conservation Service and the 
Agricultural Conservation Association in improving forage 
lands and pastures. The Agricultural Conservation Associa- 
tion, the county unit of the federal Production and Market- 
ing Administration, helped furnish 5,900 tons of lime and 
1,515 tons of superphosphate to the farmers in the county 
in 1947. This material was primarily for the improvement 
of hay and pasture land. 

As secretary of the Soil Conservation Association in the 
county, I helped plan the program in which 631 acres of 
rough pasture and field land were cleared of rocks, stumps, 
etc. before fertilizing and seeding down. Under this program, 
73 acres were planted on the contour ; 329 acres were planted 
in cover crops; 49 acres in strip cropping; improvement 
cuttings were made on 600 acres of woodland; 1,200 feet of 
diversion ditches were dug and 5,900 feet of drainage ditch. 


Soit TESTING PROGRAM 


With the aid of the ACP Committeemen, 1.039 soil 
samples were taken from farms and gardens in Hillsborough 
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County in 1947. These were sent to the Agricultural Chem- 
istry Department at the University of New Hampshire 
where they were tested for pH (acidity), calcium, nitrogen, 
phosporus, potash, active aluminum and magnesium. These 
tests were returned to the County Agent who in turn made 
recommendations to the farmers and gardeners as to the 
kinds and amounts of fertilizers to use for the crops to be 
grown. 


A Farm and Home Tour was held on August 4. The 
farms visited were: (1) Horace Barss and, Son, New Bos- 
ton; features—remodeled dairy barn, rough pasture land 
cleared and sowed to Ladino clover mixture, homemade 
labor-saving devices. (2) Oliver Merrill, poultry farm, Am- 
herst. Features—house with modern conveniences built 
largely by Mr. Merrill’s own labor and from lumber cut 
from the farm; 2 henhouses with capacity for 2,700 hens, 
built from lumber cut from farm; woodland converted into 
poultry range with the aid of a bulldozer. (3) Nasi Tamposi 
farm, Nashua, dairy, fruit and vegetables. Twelve acres ‘of 
rough pasture and woodland had been converted into im- 
proved pasture with the aid of a large bulldozer during the 
past year. 


A Weed Control Meeting was held at Ashooh Bros., 
Brown Avenue, Manchester, on the evening of June 27. A 
demonstration was given on the control of weeds in carrots 
and parsnips by spraying with oil. One acre had been sprayed 
a day or two before the meeting where the weeds had been 
killed. Other rows were sprayed at the time of the meeting. 
The demonstration was very effective. 


FORESTRY 


Mr. Robert Breck was hired as county forester and com- 
menced work on August 15. Mr. Breck is visiting woodlot 
owners, advising them as to the best management of their 
woodlots. In many cases he marks trees which should be cut 
to better the growth of the younger trees. 
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Work WITH VETERANS 

During most of the year I was chairman of the County 
Agricultural Committee which considered applications for 
on-the-farm training of veterans and approved the farms for 
training. This work entailed filling out numerous forms and 
investigating the different farms. This work has now largely 
been taken over by the agricultural instructors hired by the 
Veterans Administration. | am still a member of the com- 
mittee, however. 


FARM LABOR 


The Emergency Farm Labor program was carried on dur- 
ing the year by Edward V. Comerford. In addition to secur- 
ing help for farmers throughout the year, he had a big job 
in getting help for harvesting crops in the fall, especially 
apples. At the height of the apple-picking season, he had to 
get 200 apple pickers a day and arrange for their transporta- 
tion to the orchards. This help was secured largely in Man- 
chester and Nashua. 

The Farm Labor work, in accordance with an act of Con- 
gress, was returned to the N. H. Employment Service on 
January 1, 1948. Mr. Comerford will continue as assistant 
county agent, having charge of animal husbandry and dairy 
work, agricultural engineering and building problems.

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A BRIEF SUMMARY OF HOME DEMONSTRATION 
WORK IN HILLSBOROUGH COUNTY IN 1947 


In 1947 the Home Demonstration Agent attended 107 — 
meetings at which she gave demonstrations or talks with a_ 
total attendance of 3,844. These talks and demonstrations 
were on various phases of homemaking such as Meal Plan- 
ning and Nutrition, Kitchen Planning, Selection of Equip: 
ment and New Fabrics and Finishes on the Market. 

Two hundred fifteen leaders attended training schools fo1 
instruction in Breadmaking, Meal Planning, Tailoring, 
Swedish Weaving, etc. These leaders in turn went back to 
their communities and repeated the lesson for their neigh- 
bors. These leaders have given 92 demonstrations with an 
attendance of 1,410. 

News letters go out five or six times a year to a mailing

One letter surveying the building trends went to 2,800. 

The first week in May was National Home Demonstration 
Week and the women in Hillsborough County were inyited 
to tell briehy what Home Demonstration Work means to 
them. A few of their comments are printed here. 


“You can read recipes in papers and magazines and hear 
them over the radio and get excited and then forget about 
them. When you go to a home demonstration class, you help 
make the new dish and you eat some of it, and you really try 
it again at home. It is the same with clothes and hats. You 
do the same things you’ve always done when you're at home 
by yourself. When you see the home demonstration group 
using the new pattern or hat block, you use it too.”

SUMMARY OF 4-H CLUB WORK FOR 1947 


There were 529 boys and girls enrolled in 4-H club work 
in Hillsborough County during 1947. A total of 935 com- 
pleted projects were reported for the year. The work was 
carried on under the leadership of 63 adult and 73 junior 
leaders. 

The club department has been handicapped the last two 
years, due to the lack of a full staff. During 1946 club year, 
there was no agent in charge of girls’ work. In 1947, Mrs. 
Maude French of Hudson worked as part-time agent from 
December 1 until June 1, 1947. Miss Jane Nickolls was ap- 
pointed as assistant 4-H club agent, July 1, 1947. 

A concentrated organization program is planned for 1948 
in an effort to increase club enrollments under adequate and 
proper leadership. 

A complete copy of the statistical and narrative reports 
are available at the Extension Service Office, P. O. Bldg., 
Milford and at the County Commissioners’ Office in Man- 
chester. Any comments or suggestions concerning 4-H club

There was a meeting of the Hillsborough County Dele- 
gation held in Room 100, State House, on Thursday, Janu- 
ary 8, 1947 after the morning session, for the purpose of 
organizing and electing the new officers. 

‘There was a motion made, seconded and carried that the 
retiring Chairman and Clerk hold over and open the meet- 
ing until the new officers were elected.

Mr. Tirrell of Goffs- 
town spoke in favor of this bill and Mr. Lievens of Hollis 
made a motion, seconded by Mr. Tirrell that the Bill be 
brought into-the House “Ought to Pass.’ Motion carried. 
This would give each County Commissioner $3,000.00 a year 
for the next two years only, 1947 and 1948. 

Mr. Richard, County Commissioner, then presented the 
County Budget for 1947 and 1948 and suggested that each 
item be acted upon separately.

The County 
Treasurer rose and stated that he was satisfied with his 
salary of $1,200.00 a year.

Mr. Atherton of Nashua made a motion that the vote be 
reconsidered and that the Bill with amendment be indefinite- 
ly postponed. Motion seconded by Mr. Pillsbury who stated 
he was in favor; several others spoke on this motion.

Mr. Atherton then gave the notice that Bill No. 168 would 
go into the House with an undivided report ; majority should 
pass—munority “indefinitely postpone.”

A meeting of the Hillsborough County Delegation was 
held at the Court House, Manchester, N. H. Meeting called 
to order at 8 P. M. by the Chairman, Mr. David Barry. 

Roll call by the Clerk found a quorum present. 

Motion made by Ernest Q. Bigelow, Clerk, and seconded 
by Louis Paquette that action regarding the Bond measure 
voted at meetings held February 24, 1947 and June 24, 1947 
be reconsidered at this time. Motion carried. 
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Motion made by Ralph Wiggin of Bedford, seconded by 
Harry Bergholtz of Manchester that the votes adopted at 
meetings of the Hillsborough County Delegation held Feb- 
ruary 24, 1947 and June 24, 1947 be and are hereby rescind- 
ed and repealed whereby $64,490.00 was authorized to be 
raised by a Bond issue, the proceeds of which were to be 
used to pay for certain equipment and improvements for the 
County Farm and Hospital, including a new ambulance, an 
elevator, a deep freeze refrigeration unit, a photostating ma- 
chine, the reconditioning of the water tank, and the construc- 
tion of hospital wards and also to pay for equipping a new 
Library in the County Court House. Motion carried in the 
affirmative. 

Motion made by Mr. Wadleigh, seconded by Mr. Paquette 
that there be and hereby is appropriated the following sums 
to be used for the construction of buildings and public im- 
provements of a permanent nature and for the purchase of 
equipment of a lasting character, for the Hillsborough 
County Farm and Hospital, to wit: 


Elevator and Construction of Surgical rooms $43,500.00 

New ambulance, walk-in type deep freeze 
refrigerator, photostating machine and in- 
tercommunicating system e se, eee $23,500.00 


and also the following sum to be used for the purpose of 
equipment of a lasting character for the Nashua County 
Court House, to wit: 

Furnishings and Books for new law library .. $3,000.00 
and the useful life of each of said improvements and items 
of equipment is hereby declared to be more than seven 
years; that to meet said appropriations the County Commis- 
sioners be and they are hereby authorized to issue pursuant 
to provisions of Revised Laws of New Hampshire (1942) 
chapter 47, section 22, for and on behalf of said County, 
serial coupon bonds in the aggregate principal amount of 
$70,000, said bonds to be payable to bearer, to be dated Octo- 
ber 1, 1947, to be in the denomination of $1,000 each, to ma- 
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ture in seven (7) years, as follows, $10,000 on the first day 
of October in each of the years 1948 to 1954, both inclusive, 
to bear interest at the rate of two (2) per cent. per annum 
payable semi-annually on the first days of April and October 
in each year, and to bear the county seal; each of said bonds 
shall be designated ‘Hillsborough County Improvement and 
Equipment Bond,” shall be signed by at least a majority of 
the County Commissioners, countersigned by the County 
Treasurer, and registered by the clerk of court for the 
County, and shall bear on the back thereof a statement to 
be signed by the County Treasurer, that the bond has been 
registered by him; the coupons annexed to each of said 
bonds shall bear the facsimile signature of the County 
Treasurer, and the principal of and the interest of said 
bonds shall be payable at the Manchester Trust Company of 
Manchester, New Hampshire, and said bonds shall bear the 
authenticating certificate of said Trust Company; and that 
notice of a public sale of said bonds at not less than par and 
accrued interest be published in one or more newspapers of 
general circulation in said County, the first publication being 
at least thirty days before the time of opening bids, reserv- 
ing, however, the right to reject all bids, and said notice of 
public sale may also be given by circulars; any request or 
call for bids to be made by the County Commissioners and 
unless otherwise appointed by said Commissioners, bids 
shall be received by the County Commissioners at their office 
in the County Court House in Manchester, New Hampshire, 
until 2:00 o’clock in the afternoon (local time) on Friday, 
the 24th day of October, 1947, at which time and place or 
as soon thereafter as may be expedient, said bids shall be 
opened by the County Commissioners and the said bonds 
awarded to the highest bidder, if his bid equals or exceeds 
par, upon payment therefor; such bonds as are not thus 
sold may be sold at private sale at a price not less than par. 
Any premium received from the sale of said bonds shall be 
applied to the payment of the cost of preparing, issuing and 
marketing the same, and any balance toward the payment 
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of principal of the first of such bonds becoming due; and 
that any other particulars as to the form, issuance and sale 
of the said bonds not established by law or by this vote may 
be determined by the County Commissioners, and in the 
absence of a determination by said Commissioners, by the 
County Treasurer. Motion carried. 

Following motion made by Mrs. Mabel Cooper, seconded 
by Mr. Louis Paquette that because of a lack of available 
funds in the budget for the current year and because of 
doubt in respect to the County’s authority to borrow to meet 
the expenses connected therewith, further consideration of 
and action with respect to the repair and reconstruction of 
the water tank for the County Farm and Hospital be post- 
poned until later. Mr. Richards spoke on the condition of 
the water tank, stating that the tank had been inspected and 
that the Inspectors informed him that it would go for a 
_year without repairs. The motion was lost. 

Moved by Mr. Cormier, seconded by several, that the 
meeting adjourn. 

Meeting adjourned at 8:35 P. M.
